The accumulated needs of Mis­ 
souri's public-supported institutions 
have grown so large that only 
a bold new attack, such as 
the 
Bond Amendment on which the 
people will vote January 24. can 
solve the problem without an in­ 
crease in taxes, Elmer Ellis told 
florists of Missouri in an open 
letter in the January issue of the 
Missouri State Florist News. 
Dr. Ellis, who is chairman of 
the State-Wide Executive Commit­ 
tee for the Missouri State Bond Is­ 
sue as well as President of the Uni­ 


versity of Missouri, wrote in both 
these capacities in expkiining the 
importance of the coming election. 
“ All citizens who love their state 
should support the $75,000,000 Bond 
Amendment on January 24." Presi­ 
dent Ellis wrote. “ It is the only 
means available, without any in­ 
crease in taxes, to supply the State 
Institutions with the 
buildings 
that are greatly needed. 
These 
building needs have been long ne­ 
glected. and we now have to make 
up for this neglect.” 
Of particular interest to the flor­ 
ists, President Ellis mentioned the 
critical need for new and addition­ 
al greenhouses at the University 
if teaching and research in flori­ 
culture is not to be seriously handi­ 
capped. 
“ The University has 
far too 
few I greenhouses I and many that 
it has are so old. obsolete and in­ 
adequate that they are uneconomi­ 
cal to operate,” he said. “ Large 
additions arc needed, and some pre 
sent ones need to be replaced. The 
Legislature recognized this last 
year when it approved a small ap­ 
propriation, but 
the 
Governor 
voted this on the grounds that it 
was new construction and should 
go over wth other new construc­ 
tions. to this Bond Issue for that 
purpose. 
“ The need in greenhouses is typ­ 
ical of that for many other pro­ 
gram s,” Dr. Ellis continued. “ The 
University is requesting $250,000 
of this Bond Issue fund for the 
Greenhouse construction and 
im­ 
provement*” 
President Ellis's letter included 
the other State institutions that 
wil benefit from the Constitutional 
Amendment. He reminded 
the 
florists that the penitentiary must 
house almost twice as many as it 
was built to care for. and that now 
its workshops have been burned 
and the inmates are idle. He men­ 
tioned that State Hospitals 
are 
crowded beyond the ability to give 
reasonable care, that the lack of 
classrooms and laboratories in the 
State colleges and universities puts 
serious strain on the teaching pro­ 
grams. and that students who want 
to attend the University cannot do 
so because of a lack of housing. 
“ There is no prospect that any 
real improvement can come from 
current revenues.” he concludes. 
“ The accumulated 
needs 
have 
grown so large that a new bold at­ 
tack, such as this Bond Issue, is 
needed. By this means we can build 
now and pay interest and sinking 
fund charges out of current reve­ 
nues over the next 
twenty-five 
years. But it will give Missouri to­ 
day the equipment it desperately 
needs at its colleges and universi­ 
ties, its hospitals and penal insti­ 
tutions.’*

The traffic fatality records show 
one accident in which 6 were kil­ 
led and three accidents, each of 
which, took the lives of five per­ 
sons this year in Missouri. 
It seems that driver* are giv­ 
ing more thought to ways of ex- 
cessing their poor driving record 
than in trying to overcome their 
failure. Although highways are be­ 
ing improved continually, inade­ 
quate highways are being blamed 
by many. Modern high powered 
cars are Receiving the brunt of 
others accusations.

His father was a Christian min­ 
ister in China where Philip Lee 
formerly conducted a series of 
radio broadcasts over several Chi­ 
nese stations prior to Pearl Harbor 
He had come to America to lec­ 
ture and sing as a means of rais­ 
ing money to expand the radio 
work in China, when the World 
War prevented his return. 
Many of you readers have heard 
him personally, for he was invited 
by hundreds of American churches 
of various denominations to occupy 
their pulpits and sing “ The Holy 
City” . 
While marooned in America, he 
first accepted a large pulpit in 
Loa Angeles and remained at that 
thurch for several years. 
Then the Chinese Christians in 
Chicago 
needed 
a 
livewire 
to 
“ sparkplug” 
Hie 
completion 
of 
their Community Christian Church 
to they invited him to be their 
pastor. . 
Mrs. Crane and I have known 
Philip Lee and his beautiful wife 
for 15 years. Recently, my Bible 
Class at the Chicago Temple, in 
vited him to give us a program of 
music and pictures which he had 
taken on his recent visit to his 
mother in Hongkong. 


Russian Strategy 
“ When I was a high school stu 
dent in Canton in 1924,” Philip 
Lee told a*, “ the Russian showed 
their farsighted planning. For they 
lured thousands of Chinese teen 
agers to Russia to study. 


“ They offered scholarships with 
ll expenses paid, including trans­ 
portation. Aud many of my high 
chool classmates left for Russia, 
here they were thoroughly indoc 
trinated in Communism. 
“ Most of them I have never seen 
ince 1924. But I notice with great 
interest that their names appear 
on the roster of Chinese communist 
delegations to the United Nations 
“ So 
Russia 
was 
laying 
the 
groundwork back in 1924 for what 
is going on at the present time.” 
It proves that Russia planned 
far ahead and recognized the vital 
necessity 
of 
indoctrinating 
the 
youth of other nations whom she 
wanted to dominate.” 
Missionary Opportunities 
Then Philip Lee gave us some 
other challenging ideas of value to 
all Americans. 
“ Here in Chicago we have 5.000 
Chinese.” he continued, “ yet most 
of the churches ignore them and 
concentrate on missionary activity 
far afield. 
“ In our little church in China 
town we are operating a school 
bus and picking up 150 Chinese 
youngsters of nursery school age 
each day. They may not under­ 
stand English at all. 
“ So Mrs. Lee and a corps of 
generous w o m e n operate this 
nursery school for such toddlers 
from 3 to 5. They teach them Eng 
Bsh so they will be able to enter 
the Chicago kindergartens at the 
age of 5 
and understand their 
teachers as well as their American 
classmates. 
“ By offering this 
educational 
service to the Chinese parents, we 
enlist their interest and attract 
their children to our Christian 
church. 
“ And we employ Bible stories 
for examples in our teaching of 
English. Thus, we attract both chil 
dren and parents to church by this 
entering wedge. 
“ If Christianity is to defeat athe 
istic Communism, we must cor 
tainly be as far sighted as the 
communist leaders and start with 
the children. 
"Unfortunately, we're hampered 
for lacks of funds, for our Chinese 
Christian Church is not an actual 
member of a Baptist or Methodist 
or Congregational Conference, so 
they tend to forget 
our needs 
though they originally sponsored 
the 
building 
of 
our 
Chinese 
church.”

jective. But the guideposts to a 
successful, happy journey along 
life’s highway are the records of 
those followers of Jesus who first 
sought the Kingdom of God. 
More than 30 years ago a group 
of eight men met at a hotel* in 
one of the nation’s largest cities 
to discuss m aterial things. Col­ 
lectively these eight men are said 
to have controlled more wealth 
than. that of the United States 
Treasury. They had 
made 
the 
amassing of financial fortunes their 
chief aim in life. But they had 
failed to seek first the Kingdom 
of God, and, within 25 years, two 
of these men had died bankrupt, 
one was living on the high seas to 
escape arrest for crime, two had 
recently been released from prison 


and the other three had committed 
suicide. They had all known anxiety 
for food, raiment, shelter and other 
material possessions, but neither 
of them had known how to live. 
Jesus would have us know that 
all things really belong to God and 
that humanity is God’s most prec­ 
ious possession. That being true, 
God is not going to permit what 
he values most to be in want. Such 
care and protection demands our 
unreserved obedience, 
gratitude 
and love. 
Jesus would have us know that 
no m atter how hard we try to 
live blameless lives, what spotless 
examples of rectitude we present 
to those who associate with us, 
how deligent we are in warning 
sinners against their wicked ways, 
no m atter how forgiving we are 
toward sinners, no 
m atter 
how 
great is our faith or how deep 
our humility—even though we are 
perfect in all these requirements 
of the Christian, Jesus would have 
us know that we are still the re­ 
cipients of untold love and good­ 
ness and riches bestowed upon us 
by a kind and helpful Heavenly 
Father. 
No m atter who, what, where or 
when—every human being in this 
old world is the recipient of bless­ 
ings he cannot fully know or un­ 
derstand, the best and greatest of 
which is being a child of that 
Heavenly Father who has made 
possible a life free of worry about 
material things. 
Floods cannot submerge and 
ruin all the crops of God’s people 
who, while planting fields of grain, 
have also sown seeds of human 
kindness and 
loving sympathy. 
Famine cannot hurt nor plenty 
feed the appetite for the clean, 
the noble and the good. Drouths 
can never dry up nor torrents 
destroy the need for those foun­ 
tains of mercy and neighborly 
helpfulness that are constantly 
supplied to those men and women 
who drink deeply of God’s never- 
failing reservoir of love for him 
and his humanity. 
Life has no impossible tasks and 
death no terrors for those men 
and women who have first sought 
the Kingdom of God.
